David Hall Gives Vivid Account _ 
of Tragic Experience on Steamer Mahe asta 


Returning to the altar in the 
Brethren in Christ church from 
which they fervently expressed a 
farewell six months ago, the Rev. 
and Mrs. David Hall vividly told 
Sunday night of their harrowing 
experiences in seeking to go to

MRS. HALL SPEAKS 


Mrs. Hall spoke first and in an 
informal, yet touching manner, 
related incidents during the long 
days following their escape from 
the Zamzam. Rev. Hall then gave 
in sequence, an account of events 
from the time of their departure 
irom New York, March 26, uiiii 
their réturn to New York June 23. 

The Zamzam was sunk April 17, 
by shells from the Germain raider 
Tamesis. The Tamesis took aboard 
the Zamzam passengers and soon 


Most of the 33 days the “Dres- 
den” was in dangerous waters, the 
Germans expecting momentary at- 
tack from English ships or fear- 
ful of hitting a mine. 

While on the German ships, the 
women and children, numbering 
more than 100, were kept in one 
group. During the many nights 
of “black out” and during the con- 
stant dangers and the possibility 
of instant need for life belts, Mrs. 
Hall had the full responsibility of 
the two children. 

LIFE BELTS IDENTIFIED 

The life belt for John, 3 years 
of age, was made a trifle smaller 
than the one for Barbara, 9 years 
of age. To identify the belts in 
the darkness, Mrs, Hall explained, 
she fastened a safety pin on the 
little boy’s belt. For only two 


hours a day the women were per-|sengers aboard, of whom 144 were 


mitted to visit their husbands.

Perhaps the most dramatic in- 
cident of the horrible experience 
came when the passengers from 
the Zamzam were boarding life- 
boats. The Hall family became 
separated. They waved goodbye, 
never expecting to be rescued by 
the German ship. Incidentally, a 
realistic picture in Life magazine 
of June 23, 1941, shows Mr, Hall 
and the two children waving fare- 
well. 

COMPLETE ACCOUNT 

A more complete account of the 
historic and nearly-fatal -voyage 
was given by Rev. Hall. These are 
his own words: 4 

When we first went on bosrd 
the “rickety” vessel March 20, :| 
saw a number of things which 
made us wonder how comfortable 
the journey would be, but we little 
expected what actually was in 
store-for us. Ice was on the deck 
of the ship that first morning and 
we realized that the steam 
on the boat were not in condition 











enroute to the United States 
and it had not been properly re- 
paired. 

We put the children in bed to 
keep them warm and we wore 
overcoats and heavy clothing when 
we went to the dining room. 

The boat, instead of going di- 
rectly from New York to Trini- 
dad, as scheduled, went to Bal- 
timore te get additional cargo. 

Upon reaching Trinidad the ship 
was anchored off shore and some 
of the passengers went ashore on 
the tropical island. We returned 
to the boat only to hear that that 
night we would experience a total 
blackout, by order of the British 
Admiralty. After taking on sup- 
plies, the ship left for Brazil, 
where more food, water and oil 
were added for the cross-Atlantic 
journey. When the ship left Bra- 
zil, April 9, there were 202 pas- 


missionaries. In the group were 
73 women and 35 children, the re-

WALK OR THUMB 

Having no transportation, they 
had to depend upon either their 
legs or their trusty thumbs to get 
them to town and back again. A 
two-hour leave, therefore, it can 
be seen, makes pretty close figur- 
ing to make the trip both ways 
and spend the greater part of the 
time at services. it is evident the 
boys cannot walk both ways and 
make it. So these two particular 
boys were pretty pleased when an 
Upland man came along and gave 
them a lift to their destination. 
In fact, when the Upland Good 
Samaritan came along, their leave 
time was growing quite short, and

they were a little worried about 
making it back in time. 

OPPORTUNITY TO SERVE 

It has been pointed out that 
there is a real opportunity here 
for Upland and Ontario churches 
to serve an important need. A 
suggested plan of action is that 
Upland caurches make their ser- 
vices known to Cal-Aero cadets 
and especially invite them to at- 
tend the churches of their choice 
or affiliation. The churches could 
then follow through by having 
members delegated or volunteer to 
call for the cadets at the academy. 

What better method could be 
employed to really put over the 
campaign to make the boys feel 
welcome in the community and to 
put their acquaintances and friend- 
ships on a solid basis? 

Even two boys are an indica- 
tion, like straws, of which way the 
wind biows. “Surely,” said the 
Uplander who gave them a lift, 
“there must be a large proportion 
out of some 400 boys who would 
like to attend church, and it 
seems that there should be some 
way to make it possible for them 
to do so. It is a fine opportunity 
for the churches of Upland.”
